Acts were further continued for a time therein limited : And whereas, 
under the provisions of an Act of the last Session of Parliament, the 
io said Acts are further continued, and will remain in force until the 
Thirty-first day of July in the present year, or if Parliament be then 
sitting, until the End of the then Session of Parliament : And whereas 
it is expedient that the several Acts for making, amending or repair- 
ing Turnpike Roads in Ireland should be further continued ; B(]£ it 
15 therefore (EnacttO, by The QUEEN’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT any Act for making, amending or jjxpiii* 
repairing any Turnpike Road or Roads in Ireland (except as herein- Turnpike 
20 after mentioned), which will expire on the said Thirty-first day of Ireland con- 
July in the present year, or at or before the end of the present or next certa^toe. 
ensuing Session of Parliament, shall be and the same is hereby con- 
tinued as amended by the said recited Act of the fourth and fifth years 
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of Her Majesty’s reign, until the Thirty -first day of July One thousand 
eight hundred and Forty-five , or, if Parliament be then sitting , until the 
End of the then Session of Parliament. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing herein contained 
shall apply or extend to continue an Act passed in the third year of 
the reign of King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for more 
effectually repairing the Road leading from the City of Cork to the 
Town of Skibbereen, in the County of Cork, and a Branch therefrom 
communicating with the Town of Kinsale, in the said County,” except 
so far as the said Act repeals any former Act.
